at this time is recognized by the State 
Hoard of Education, and a resolution 
recently adopted by it urges the

boards in elementary schools with the 
department of agriculture of the state 
university in encouraging 
boys 
and 
girl»} between the ages of IO 
to 
18 
years to engage in 
agriculture 
and 
home economics. 
Mrs. Margaret McNaught, commis­ 
sioner of elementary schools and mem­ 
ber of the State Hoard of Education, 
has addressed Mrs. G. P. Hill, former 
president of the Orange County Fed­ 
eration of 
Parent-Teacher 
associa­ 
tions, advising her of the action of 
the board. 
The resolution 
of 
the 
board has to do with what is known 
as the Smith-Lever fund. As. 
Mrs. 
McNaught's communication is in di­ 
rect line with the Register's move­ 
ment for the cultivation of 
vacant 
lots and back yards, and contains in 
formation that may be of 
value 
to 
school boards in all parts 
of 
the 
county, It is reproduced in full, a« fol­ 
lows : 
My dear Superintendent: 
The fol­ 
lowing resolution was passed at the 
latest meeting (in 
March) 
of 
the 
State Hoard of Education and will ap­ 
pear in the next issue of 
the 
Blue 
Bulletin : 
"Resolved, that since 
the 
Smith- 
Lever fund, provided jointly by the 
Federal government and the various 
S ta t e n of the 
Union, 
was 
designed 
largely for the purpose of promoting 
project work in agriculture and home 
economicà among boys and girls be­ 
tween the ages of IO and 18 years. 


KEEP LIVEI ACTIVE 


and since the other states of the Union 
art so using it, the State Board of Ed­ 
ucation of California, approving and 
endorsing the work already done in 
the secondary schools by m eam of 
this fund by the department of agri­ 
culture of the University of Califor­ 
nia (the authorized

of 
the fund) appreciates the recent ex­ 
tension of project work to the chil­ 
dren of the elementary schools and 
urges all

of IO and 18 years. 
This fund, under 
the law, it! in the hands of the State 
Department of Agriculture in the va­ 
rious state universities of the United 
States. 
Dean Thomas F. Hunt is the 
head of this department in our own 
state, (University of California). Pro­ 
ject work of the character which I 
have described has been carried on ad­ 
mirably in various counties of our 
state during the past few year»! by 
certain high school boys.
